SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: OCTOBER, 1964 


Rainfall: Below normal falls were recorded in most areas of the State. It was only in areas of the North-West, North-East, 
Central North and the Coastal fringe of the South and South-East coasts that rainfalls were normal or above. The most widespread 
falls were recorded on 17th of the month and ranged from moderate falls in most areas to isolated heavy falls in the West and North. 

Lake Margaret on the West Coast again receiyed the highest rainfall of the month with 1,011 points (78 per cent. of normal). 

Temperature: Above normal mean maxima temperatures were recorded only in narrow coastal sections of the North, North- 
West and South Coasts. Most of the State experienced above normal mean minima temperatures during the month. The warmest 
period during the month was from 26th to 29th, when warm gusty northerly winds kept temperatures at a high level. Minimum 
temperatures during this period were the highest sitee last summer and readings ranged as high as 15° above normal in some areas. 
Cold South-West winds from 2nd to 5th October ahd from 22nd to 24th October resulted in the months coldest temperatures with 
readings generally 5° to 10° below normal. : 


The maximum temperature was recorded at Hobart on 28th (77.4°). 


Rural Conditions: Seasonal prospects for pastures and cereal crops remained good with the heavy rain in the Northern areas 
combining with milder intervals during the month to produce strong growth. 
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
